themurderof J-inister VonPlehve, which was due to this orga- 


ni«ation, the party Informed the Czar that he was not aimed at. This 
change in the organisation's purpose is due to the Czar having al- 
lowed the people of Russia to be shot wh- they believed they were 
going to a peaceful meeting. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 26.—Gov- 


ernor General Trepoff and Minister of 
Finance Kokovseft Issued a proclama- 
tion last night which reveals the gov- 
ernment's plan for breaking the strike, 
not only here but throughout Rus- 
sia. 


The proclamation Is couched In a 


paternal tone and 
points out that 


honest workmen, who 'want to better 
their condition, should have brought 
their demands to the Governor In- 
stead of being misled by agitators In- 
to affiliating with a movement which 
is not confined to economic aspira- 
tions. 
It invites them to return to 


work, promising them in the Emper- 
or's name a revision of the general 
law so as to meet the hours of la- 
bor, the Institution of a

State Insurance and otherwise to meet 
their demands so far as the laws will 


permit and guarantees them protec- 
tion against Interference by agita- 
tors.

COMPULSORY ARBITRATION

HE governor of Colorado in his message to the state ! 


legislature, urged the consideration of a constitu- 


tional amendment providing for compulsory arbitration 
In labor troubles. 


Among thinking men the case for compulsory arbitra- 


tion Is steadily losing ground. Not merely does this politi- 
cal nostrum not prevent labor troubles, but, like many 
quack medicines, actually aggravates the trouble. The 
Australian and New Zealand cases, brought forward so 
triumphantly by the advocate of compulsory arbltratton. 
so far from convincing us tha the principle is good, ac- 
tually when looked Into show a condition of affairs that 
Is appalling. There is no question but that this compul- 
sory arbitration is a trouble-breeder. 


Finally, we may ask if any more law Is needed, when 


the Jaw we now have is ilagrantly and carelessly violated 
on every hand, with no one to punish. With laws against 
murder, arson, assault, etc., piled like Ossa on Felion In 
the statute books, yet not a single serious transgressor 
during the labor troubles woa punished, so far as we can 
learn, after persistent inquiry. Let us try if the enforce- 
ment of the present laws will do any good. Should this 
not succeed, It is well enough 'then to begin thinking of 
new laws to mitigate labor or other troubles.—Mining 
Reporter.

USSIA'S last hope of victory in the war with Japan 


faded away Sunday when the llrst shots were flred 


Into the ranks of the striking worklngmen at St. Peters- 
burg. With fearfully bloody strife at home, with dissen- 
sions In her armies In Manchuria, Russia can no longer 
believe a successful outcome of the conflict possible. The 
events of Sunday marked the beginning of the end of the 
war. 


It Is too early to predict the downfall of the Romanoff 


dynasty. Whether or not the revolution will spread until 
the whole empire Is engulfed Is a matter for time to de- 
termine. The people of Russia have suffered long and 
patiently. They have endured tyranny that no other peo- 
ple under heaven would have endured, because endurance 
of tyranny has been bred and beatoii Into them for cen- 
turies. Hut there Is a limit to the ability of even a Rus- 
sian workman to suffer. 


Into the slow working Intellects of the men who partic- 


ipated In the conflicts In the capital, has at last been in- 
stilled the principle that when a people can no longer 
endure oppression they have a right to fight for liberty. 
They have u right to change from petition to command. 
This they did In St. Petersburg. With bullets and swords 
they were cut down. Their women and their children 
were not spaied. the good priest, their leader, fell wound- 
ed at the head of his people. The uprising may be quelled 
the revoluslonlsts killed or Imprisoned but the seed has 
been sown, the harvest is sure. 


We of America llnd It hard to understand how It was 


possible for the streets of St. Petersburg to run red. We 
wonder why the Czar did not personally appear and re- 
ceive the petition of the workmen. It Is not because he 
lacks the element of personal bravery, for he has shown 
repeatedly that ht is courageous. The Czar did not ap- 
pear because he was badly advised, because he was told 
that, after the promised demonstration before the winter 
palace had been forbidden. It would not do to yield and 
let it go on. 


Such a proceeding he was told, would be an overthrow- 


Ing of discipline, that It would give the workmen courage 
to Increase their demands, that having had a taste of pow- 
er, their appetite would never be appeased. And yet, if 
the Czar had received that petition not a drop of blood 
would have been shed in the streets of St. Petersburg.— 
Salt I^ikc Herald.

A new set of train rules—or ra- 


ther an old system that la to be tiff- 
idly enforced hereafter—has cone ifl- 
(o effect on the Southern Pacific's 
line. 
Had it been enforced in the 


past, many train wrecks that have left 
a memory of horror would have been 
avoided. 
For one, the 
wreck 
of 


1908 would never have occurred. The 
new arrangement, which will add con- 
siderable work on train crews and 
which will undoubtedly entail some 
hardship Is provided for the purpose 
of Insuring all possible safeguards to 
life and property. 


One of the rules now to be enforc- 


ed is that when any train shall stop 
at a station for a longer time than 
three minutes a man shall be sent 
back a half mile with a torpedo to 
be placed on the track as a warning 
to any ,troln that may be following 
of the presence of the one in front. 
With freight trains, where the siding 
for a passing of a train is reached be- 
fore the station, the train will be 
compelled to wait at that point until 
a flagman shall have gone ahead the 
required half mile. 


As a result of this In many Instan- 


ces, particularly to passenger trains, 
delays are caused that with a heavy 
load can not be made up with any 
certainty even under favorable con- 
ditions. For Instance, 
the 
overland 


trains which pass over the summit, 
contain from six to nine or ten coach- 
es and stop at most of the stations 
along the way. At each stop a flag- 
man stands with watch In hand, and 
just the second that the hand passes 
the three minute mark, back goes the 
flagman with the torpedo. It 
requires 


from ten to fifteen minutes usually 
for a trainman to make the mile Jour- 
ney. On frelgh*s and passengers, per- 
haps, where It Is known 
that the 


stop will be more than three minutes, 
the train Is slowed down for the flag- 
man to drop on*, who then walks to 
the station. 


Among the railroad men. while 


they are living up to the regulations 
faithfully, the opinion Is held that the 
new arrangement will Interfere with 
the running of trains, and that before 
long the rules will have to be modi- 
fled.

Pan Regan, charged with Che mur- 


der of his mother-in-law, Mrs. Har- 
riett Hens, was brought from the Ne- 
vada penitentiary to this city by Sher- 
iff Ferrell last night and placed In 
the city jail, where he will be held un- 
til 
his 
preliminary 
examination, 


which will be held before Judge Pol- 
lock In Sparks on January 30th. Ee 
was brought back to Reno at his own 
request, as he wanted to consult with 
his attorneys. 


His return trip was not as speedy 


as his Journey to Carson, nor did he 
have as much cause for fear, but nev- 
ertheless, the accused man did not go 
from the depot to the jail with the 
feeling that he was safe from all 
harm or with the air of a fearless Am- 
erican citizen. As he was 
hurried 


through the streets by the officers he 
saw many determined faces peering 
eagerly at him and from beneath the 
coats of several citizens he saw the 
ends of hempen ropes dangling. He 
knew these ropes were there for a 
purpose and did not lag behind, when 
the officers commanded him to walk 
faster. 


The cltisens carrying these ropes 


and the eager crowd that surrounded 
the courthouse gate were not looking 
for Regan, however, but were seeking 
a prisoner with a darker complexion, 
who they thought had been brought 
back by the Sheriff and was being 
smuggled into the Jail. They sought! 
for Levl Webber, the assailant of Mrs. 
J. E. Harper, but the officers had sus- 
pected that the black cur would re- 
ceive a warm reception and knew that 
the air might smell of kerosene if they 
brought him back and for this reason 
the cowardly negro was left safe in 
hlH cell in Mie State's prison. 


Citizens thought that the officers 


might have taken him off the train 
a few miles out on the Virginia road 
and that he would be brought to the 
Jail by a roundabout way, and all the 
streets were watched closely, but their 
suspicions were groundless' and af- 
ter an hour of watching the crowds 
dispersed. The citizens Intend that 
Nigger Webber shall be punished and 
Judging from the actions of the crowd 
last night his arlval would have been 
welcomed in this city.

tatooed," 


said Jerome Quintan, the captain of 
the guard of the Carson prison yes- 
t^rday afternoon. 
"Some) of them 


could make a living In a museum and 
that man Sevener, who is condemned 
to be hanged for the murder of Jack 
Welch Is a regular tatooed man. His 
body Is nearly covered with marks- 
and although he has tried to burn the 
Ink away with acid, he has failed and 
is marked for life." 


Sevener Is probably marked more 


with India ink nan any oher man In 
the prison and every mark on his body 
has been placed In the book of rec- 
ords. He could be Identified this way 
if all others were obliterated, should 
he escape and the officers want to find 
him. 


Following is a description of some 


of the tatooed marks: 


Linked hearts, arrows, sailor 
boy 


and flag on left arm. Sailor 
boy 


s.hield, and canopy on hfs right arm 
American coat of arms, figure of 
woman, a bracelet and a man's head 
on his right forearm. Clasped hands 
in the palm of his right hand and the 
bust of a woman on the back of his 
hand. 
He also has several marks on 


his legs and on other parts of his 
body.
